The picket line is purely an effort by San Mateo County 
; Typographical Union Local 624 to force the management of this 
newspaper to sign a contract with that union. 

We always have been and always will remain willing to 
sign a contract with any union that represents the majority of 
our affected employees. The union leaders, however, after sev- 
eral months of effort, have failed to interest even one of the 
employees of this newspaper in joining the union. 


They know they have failed in their selling job. Now 
they are trying to ram it down our throats. 

We always have believed in the right of working men to 
band together to bargain with employers for better wages, hours, 
and working conditions. We always have believed in the right 
of working men to strike if their demands are not met, and the 
right to picket their places of employment when they are engaged 
in a genuine dispute. : 

The present picket line at the Recorder is something, else. 
A union that represents nobody here is trying——by cutting off 
our supplies with a picket line——to force the management of this 
newspaper into bargaining with them for the working conditions 
of our men. 


The union has put itself in the position of trying to force 
unwanted conditions on the employees, Conversely, it has 
put this management in the position of defending the rights 
of those employees. 


The truth is that some union leaders have become anachro-

‘MP Chamber Backs 
City's Stand on 
Offstreet Parking 


Proposal’ to increase the 
amount of off-street parking in 
the downtown business district 
of Menlo Park got strong support 
this week from the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Chamber directors Tuesday 
morning adopted a_ resolution 
urging the city council “to insti- 
tute necessary steps to obtain this 
vital additional parking for the 
city of Menlo Park.” 

The resolution further urges 
ae proponents of plans for off- 
street parking to present them to 
the city council of Menlo Park 
at the earliest posible date.” 

Also contained in the resolu- 
tion is an offer to the city of “the

Pointing out that “the longer 
acquisition of such off-street 
parking is delayed, the more dif- 
ficult and more expensive it may 
become, the resolution further 
states the opinion of the chamber 
board that the provision of such 
parking areas, particularly on the 
southerly side of Santa Cruz ave- 
nue, “is of the utmost importance 
to the continuing prosperity of 
Menlo Park.” 

The resolution is to be formally 
presented to the city council next 
Tuesday evening, according to 
Chamber Manager Gene Ham- 
mond. 
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Headquarters 
Fire Station 
Gets Permit 


Establishment of a new head- 
quarters station at Santa Monica 
avenue end Middlefield road mov- 
ed a step closer for the Menlo 
Park Fire District this week, with 
the city planning commission. 
granting a use permit for such an 
edifice. 

Still pending is permission to 
allow the fire district to construct 
a 60-foot drill tower on the site. A. 
hearing on the latter matter has 
been set for Feb. 1.

a corner of St. Patrick’s sem- 
inary lands—and City Administra- 
tive Asistant John Johnson told 
planers there were only about six.

Atherfon Building 
Doubles in 1953 * 


Construction of buildings in 
Atherton during 1953 nearly 
doubled in value over the 1952 
total. The month of September, 
which saw permits entered for 
construction on Menlo school and 
college and Menlo-Atherton high 
school ‘campuses, led with a peak 
figure of $1,045,277. 

As the books were closed on 
1953, City Clerk W. Heward 
Boren came up with the collective 
total of $4,705,360 worth of build- 
ing and 403 permits issued. This 
compares favorably with the 1952 
figure of $2,911,266 and the 1951 
total of $4,602,620.

Menlo Park Holds 


Near '52 Level: 596 Permits in 1953 


Building activity in Menlo Park 
continued at virtually the same 
pace in 1953 as it did in 1952, 
figures released by Building In- 
spector James D. Steiger indicat- 
ed this week. 

Last year, there were 596 per- 
mits, with a total valuation of 
$5,322,$25 worth of building au- 
thorized, issued; in 1952 there 
were 598 permits, authorizing a 
total of $5,0009,300, issued. 


Total valuation of permits. is-| 


sued in 1952 was the lowest since 
1949; whether the rise of activity 


during the past year was due to; 


rising building costs or to the 
construction of larger units can- 
not be ascertained according to 
Steiger. 

Building construction is still 
high enough, however, to be con- 
sidered Menlo Park’s major in- 
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| dustry, Steiger points out. 

Largest single unit authoriz- 
ed in the city last year was the 
$274,000 US Geological Survey 
building in Linfield Oaks, which 
was. started in April. The 
40,000-square-foot structure be- 
came regional headquarters for 
the federal agency last month. 
Significantly, Steiger’s figures 
|showed a sharp rise in the num- 
ber of apartment-type dwellings 
started last year over the previ- 
ous annum, and a corresponding 
Grop in the number of single- 
family homes on which construc- 
tion .was started. 

In 1953 there were 181 single- 
family dwellings constructed as 
| compared with 237 the previous 
year, but there were 213 multiple- 
unit dwellings started as compar- 
ed with 117 the previous year.

The following morning, in order 
that all parties might know where 
they stood, an unofficial vote by 
secret ballot was taken at the Re- 
corder office, offering each of the 
eight affected employees the 
chance to indicate “Yes,” “No,” 
or “Undecided” on the question of 
union representation. 

The results of the balloting were 
eight “No” votes. 

Apprised of this result the fol- 
lowing morning in the Recorder 
office, Cheney left with the 
statement, “I guess we'll have to 
do it the hard way,” according 
to witnesses. 

On Nov. 6, the Central Labor 
Council of San Mateo County, at 
the request of the typographical 
union, placed Burley Publications, 
Inc. on the “We Do Not Patron- 
ize” list of that organization.

Invited to attend the hearing 
on that date to show cause why 
this action should not be taken, 
Burley replied by letter that “I 
feel there is no need for my pres- 
ence.” 

He stated that “no dispute 
exists,” pointing out again that 
he was ready at any time to sign 
a contract as soon as such action 
represented the majority wish 
of the employees. 

On Dec. 14, the picket line was 
placed in front of Degnan Print- 
ers, 

The following Friday, Dec. 18. 
William Haymes, as an unofficial 
emissary of the union, conferred | 
with Burley in the Recorder of-! 
fice attempting to seek an amica-! 
ble means of organizing the plant; 
employees. | 

As a result of this conference, 
on the following Wednesday, Dec. 
23, Cheney, John A. Brogan, local 
secretary, and Kenneth Smith con-| 
ferred again with Burley. 

Again they were assured of Bur- 
ley’s desire to cooperate without 
prejudice to his neutral stand and! 
were invited to send another re- 
presentative to discuss unionism 
with the employees. 

Smith, on Dec. 30, again visited 
the plant during working hours. 
He spoke to Warren FE. Grass, vice- 
president in charge of production, 
and with one of the men. Follow- 
ing this he left, declaring that 
“it’s a waste of time trying to get 
these men to join the union. 

“They feel they have a good | 
thing here and they want to keep 
it as it is,” he said. 

The “amnesty” offer was to ex- 
pire Jan. 1, union officials stated 
during earlier discussions.

US New Opinion That 


Village’ Must Be Sold 


At Fair Market Value Further Snags Sale 


Possibility that Stanford Vil- 
lage may be sold by the govern- 
ment at “fair market. value,” 
and when the government makes 
up its mind that the land can be 
released for sale, has cropped up 
to further snarl the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District’s hopes 
of getting a school site there. 

Word of the new angle was 

received from Washington here 
yesterday from Congressman J. 
‘Arthur Younger. The late word 
follows notification recently by 
Justin Herman, regional officer 
of the housing and home fin- 
ance agency that the matter has 
been referred to Washington 
for ‘a study to be made and a 
policy to be written .. .” 

Younger’s most recent queries 
in Washington were the result of 
a letter sent Dec. 30 by Menlo 
Park Elementary School District 
Superintendent Mel Homfeld in 
which, in the role of a taxpayer, 
he restated objections to the con- 
tinued retention of the property 
by the federal government, not 
only on the basis that a potential 
school site is being withheld but 
also because at present the school 
district is providing education for 
children residing in Stanford Vil- 
lage, while remaining unable to 
get adequate tax compensation 
therefor. 

Homfeld’s letter reads: 

“Dear Sir: 

“Last year the taxpayers of 
Menlo Park educated 112 yvoungs- 
ters living on federally owned pro- 
erty within the school district at 
a cost of $300 per child. They re- 
ceived from Stanford university 
$831.25 for their ‘possessory in- 
‘terest’ in said property. leaving 
a total deficit well in excess of 
$30,000. 

“Tam a taxpayer. home-owner 
and a citizen of Menlo Park and I 
object.” the letter states, “not on- 
ly as a taxpaver but as superin- 
tendent of schools.” 

“Bluford I. Minor, senior field 
representative of the department 
of health, education and welfare, 
said in a letter dated Aug. 26, 1953, 
as follows: 

“*We have been advised by 
our Washington office that the

No Novelty 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items were news in the young 
community:

This privilege has 
been denied over a period of some 
five years... for various and 
sundry reasons, the most recent 
of which is by Justin Herman that 
‘a new policy regarding. disposal 
of federal lands is being written 
by the housing administrator in 
Washington.’ 

HOW LONG? 

“Just how long this inability of 
the federal government to make 
up its mind regarding the dispos- 
ition of this property can go on 
is of serious consequence to me, 
a taxpayer in Menlo Park. 

“We really thought that the 
housing authority had exhausted 
its excuses last spring, but we are 
back on the merry-go-round, ac- 
cording to Herman’s quote: ‘to 
cause a study of the entire pro- 
blem to be made and a policy to 
be written.’ Meanwhile we pay the 
bill and go without a school .. .” 

Replying to Homfeld this week, 
Younger stated, 

“As you perhaps know, orig- 
inally the federal assistance bill 
was passed to reimburse those 
districts which were heavily af- 
fected by the influx of families 
to work in defense plants. 

“The interpretation .has now 
been stretched to include children 
of parents where either parent 
works in a plant or building own- 
ed. by the government or where 
the family lives on property own- 
ed by the government. 

“This includes postoffice, navy 
yard, and other employees,” 
Younger continues. 

“In taking this matter up with 
the department of health, educa- 
tion and welfare, I am going to 
forward your letter and see if we 
eannot get a new ruling on that 
Stanford property. 

“Now as to the sale of the pro- 
perty a new situation has arisen 
and I was notified of it only a day 
before I left. I talked with Dwight 
Adams (Stanford university spe- 
cial assistant to the president) and 
asked him to get in touch with 
you so you would know the pro- 
dblem we have to face. 

“Herman did recommend the 
disposition of Stanford Village 
property in the manner we all 
agreed upon. 

“It then went to another sec- 
tion of the department which 
has to do with the disposition of 
housing preperty and their re- 
port recommends that the pro- 
perty has so increased in value 
since the federal government 
purchased it that the rights of 
the federal government cannot 
be protecter except by sale in 
the open market at market val- 
ue,” Younger’s missive states. 

“Now of course, you and I know 
the above facts to be true because 
recent sales in that area have in- 
dicated a value close to $35,000 an 
acre...

One of our city officials men- 
tioned to me that at a recent so- 
cial gathering a resideni of the 
city asked him to justify the com- 
ing high schooi bond issue, assum- 
ing that this was an action by an 
arm of the city government. As 
instances such as this are fairly 
frequent, perhaps it might be well 
fo review again our governmental 
structure. 

Every piece of taxable property 
in San Mateo county pays the 
county tax levied by the board of 
supervisors. This amounts to $1.34 
per $100 and comprises about one- 
fifth of your tax bill. 

In addition the county super- 
visors approve the budget of the 
county library which this year lev- 
ied a tax of 6.6 cents per $109. 
This library tax was levied in all 
of the county except the cities of 
San Mateo, Burlingame, Redwood 
Citv. South San Francisco, and 
Hillsborough, which have their 
own city libraries. (Except Hills- 
borough, which has neither a city 
library nor an interest in support- 
ing the county system). Supervis- 
ors are elected every two years in 
general state elections. 

The city is in parts of three 
elementary = school — districts, 

Menlo Park, Ravenswood, and 
Las Lomitas. The school tax 
rates this year per $190 are Men- 
Jo Park $2.11, Ravenswood $2.60, 
and Las Lomitas $3.06. 

Each parcel of property pays 
one of these taxes depending on 
location in the city. But all pro- 
perty in the city pays a tax to Se- 


quoia high school district of $1.17, 


per $100 in addition to the elemen- 
tary tax. Each school district is 
governed and its budget determ- 
ined by its board of trustees, el- 
ected by the people of the dis- 
trict. \

Fire prevention in Menlo 
Park, Atherton and much unin- 
corporated territory is furnished 
by Menlo Park Fire District 
with a tax rate this year of 61 
cents per $100. 

Budgets are determined bv a 
three man board of commission- 
ers, elected by the people at elec- 
tions held in March of each year. 
Few people bother to vote for fire 
commissioners. 

In most of Menlo Park, the Men- 

lo Park Sanitary District operates 
the sewage collection and dispos- 
al system. In the remaining sec- 
tion this function is provided by 
North Palo Alto Sanitary District. 
Tax rates per $100 this year are 
Menlo Park 42 cents, North Palo 
Alto 32 eents. Sanitary district el- 
ections for trustees are held every 
two years in September. Voter. 
turnout is usually slight. 
« Most of Menlo Park is in Se- 
quoia Hospital District, which 
also has. its.. special. governing 
board. Board members are el- 
ected at the general state elec- 
tions. The district has a tax rate 
this year of 28 cents per $100. 

Finally, city councilmen are el- 
ected in April of the even number- 
ed years. Though usually there is 
more voter attention to the muni- 
cipal election than to school or 
special district, the turnout is al- 
ways a disappointingly small pro- 
portion of the eligible voters. 

Councilmen have control only 
over the municipal tax rate, this 
year 73 cents per $100, and no 
voice other than as interested citi- 
zens in school, hospital, sanitary 
and fire district affairs.

Shoppers Won't 
Walk, He Says, 
In Menlo Park 


People may like to shop at Men- 
lo Square market, Alma street 
and Ravenswood avenue, but ap- 
parently they don’t like to walk 
very far to do so. 

Supplying this sad commentary 
on the shopping habits of Menlo 
Park’s residents was Victor Greis- 
ser, who related that although the 
parking area in front of the mark- 
et may be crowded at times, an- 
other parking area only 150 feet 
away is never filled, shoppers ap- 
parently preferring to double 
park, ride around the block, cuss, 
or go somewhere else than to walk 
that distance. 

Greisser made his presenta- 
tion before the Menlo Park plan- 
ning commission, in applying 
for permission to provide only 
one square foot of offstreet par- 

. king for each square foot of in- 
terior space in a proposed ex- 
panded market further north 
facing Alma street, in Menlo 

Square. 

He said that experience had 
shown that all of the parking spa- 
ces in the present Menlo Square 
development have never been fill- 
ed at one time. Part of this was 
due, he said, to the amount of 
parking available on Alma street 
itself, and the fact that there are 
no adjacent businesses. 

No date was given for start of 
building for the proposed bigger 
market. 

Menlo Park ordinances require 
that, in new developments, two 
square feet be set aside for off- 
street parking for each square 
foot of commercial space. This, 
Greisser argued, was unnecessary 
in view of the unique situation of 
the Merlo Square shops.

Stanford Village Provides Site for Work 
On Psychological Tome on War's Effects 


Stanford Village, housing unit} to enforce obedience. 


for more than 300 families, is pro- 
viding the answers to the psychol- 
ogical questions of “what happens 
when a father returns from war” 
as well as to the housing problems | 
of the more than 300 families who| 
reside there. 

This was revealed early this 
week with the publication of a 


volume, “Father Relations of 
War-Born Children,” by Dr. Lois 
Meek Stolz, acting professor of 


psychology at Stanford, by the Un-| 
iversity press. 

Stanford Village served as a 
field of research for the book’s 
questions. Queried by interview- 
ers were members of 19 families 
which were separated during 
the pregnancy of the mother 
and reunited after the child was | 
more than a year old. 

Purpose of the study, according 
to the researchers, was to “in- 
crease understanding of the role 
of the father in the development 
of children, particularly in stress 
situations.” 

The book reveals several pat- 
terns which appear when families 
are reunited: 


SUCCESSION | 

In the usual succession of ev-| 
ents, the study reveals, the re-| 
turning veteran-father did not an- 
ticipate difficulties in adjustment 
to the first-born, though he was 
apprehensive about his vocational 
and marital problems. 

The first-born was faced with an; 
unknown man who suddenly in-: 
vaded his world, usurped his | 
“mommy,” assumed personal in- 
fimacies, made unexpected re-| 
quirements for behavior, and de-| 
manded obedience. | 


The child usually denied af- 
fection to the father, refused to 
be “cared for’ by the father, 
and in some cases brought diffi- 
culties in the man’s relations 
with his wife, the Stanford Vil- 
lage research showed. 

The father’s response was criti- 
cism of his child’s behavior, espe- 
cially in regard to his dependence 
on his mother and in regard to 
obedience to adults. He tended to 
use harsh disciplinarian methods
